hile students are on the road to 
graduation, attending frat parties, 
showing up hungover to classes, eating 
on the run and studying until their 
heads explode, networking should be at 
the top of their to-do list. 

Networking is connected with a group of individuals through 
association. If you still do not have a clue how to network, learn 
how. You never know who knows whom, so, be friendly wherever 
you are. You never know whose aunt, cousin or best friend may 
work where you would like to be. Whether you are at the Nugget 
catching up with friends or at baseball practice, always smile, be 
friendly and get to know everyone. 

It can 
be an association of friends, family, co-workers—you name it. 

Examples of networking include connecting with former 
co-workers on LinkedIn, attending professional organization 
meetings, conferences and conventions related to your field of 
interest.

Vinatero Wine Shop owners, Ernie and Lisa Ceja, were the 
first to jump on board with the Zombie Pub Crawl. Having 
been friends with November since the opening of their 
shop four years ago, they were excited to help their friend. 

“My wife is infatuated with zombies, as a matter of fact, 
last night she woke up at the middle of the night--” said 
Ernie, as he and his wife settled in to.our table with glasses 
of wine in their hands. 

“Thad a zombie dream last night!” Lisa cut in. 

“Who in the hell has a zombie dream? I’ve never had one 
in my entire life!” added Ernie, laughing. 

The Cejas’ saw the crawl as a good idea not just for the 
shop but for the city of Whittier, about a half-hour drive 
from Long Beach. 

“It’s a no-brainer for us to get involved in something like 


this,” Ernie said. 

During each Zombie Pub Crawl, Ernie and Lisa have always 
gotten decked out in zombie costumes and encouraged their 
employees to do so as well. They have even created their 
own special drinks like Dead Guy Ale or Zombie Juice made of 
sangria and slices of orange and lemon.

After the success of the first event, November decided this 
was an idea worth continuing and created two more Zombie 
Pub Crawl events. This time however, with themes and help 
from friends. In October of last year, they set up a Dia De 
Los Muertos-themed crawl and in February they created an 
‘8os-themed crawl. 

During my first experience as a zombie I witnessed 
everything from crazy mosh pits to punk music at The 
Firehouse Grill, great wine at Vinatero’s and awesome 
costumes and makeup by fellow zombies. Despite the rain 
that night, over 100 people showed up dressed up and ready 
to eat human brains.

This July, zombies will be able to walk the streets of Uptown

Luckily, the Cal State Long Beach campus is in a great location. 
Right on the border of Los Angeles and Orange counties, there is 
no shortage of fun activities in the area. 

The Long Beach Museum of Art is a great place to check out 
for those looking for some superlocal, free culture. It is about a 
15 minute drive from campus and parking is free 
and easy. The museum is open Thursdays, 
Fridays, Saturdays and Sundays, with free

The three level gallery features a basement floor displaying 
children artwork, a nice community gesture that takes the best 
future “center of the refridgerator” material and puts it on 
display for a much larger audience.

There were quite a few people when I went on a Friday 
afternoon—young and old adults and a few children—but it 
wasn't crowded. 

The more than 300 people who visit the museum most Fridays 
are a sampling of “who Long Beach is,” Ennis explains. Families 
with children, couples, high school and college students, and 
even the local homeless programs and halfway houses are 
among those who enjoy what the museum has to offer. 

There is also more than meets the eye to the gallery's neighbor, 
Claire’s Café. There is inside seating, but unless it is full or 
storming outside, the allure of sitting outside on the patio is just 
to grand to pass up. The peaceful setting has a breathtaking view 
of the ocean: a vast expanse of sparkling blue water dotted with 
surfers and lined with palm trees. 

The café serves a variety of brunch items. I tried 
the créme brulee french toast, which was very 
rich and delicious, featuring thick pieces 
of sourdough bread covered in sweet 
batter, fruit and nuts. Their meals are 
oderately priced, but with generous 
elpings.
